NEW YORK, April 9. — [Exclusive 
Dispatch. Copyright, 1900, by the New 
York Tribune.] The Tribune’s London 
cable, dated April 10, says the press 
dispatches are still filled with belated 
accounts of the Reddersberg fight and 
the adventures of Burnham, the 
American scout. Gatacre does not de- 
serve censure for sending out a British 
column without artillery, as it had been 
dispatched on a long circuit for the 
purpose of receiving arms and pacify- 
ing the country, and was caught 
through a sudden change of Boer tac- 
tics. The troops offered stubborn re- 
sistance, and fought bravely as long 
as their cartridges held out. There was 
nothing discreditable to British arms 
in thie affair, and Gatacre was well ad- 
vised in not renewing the attack with 
an inferior force when he arrived with 
reinforcements from Springfontein. 

The Boers are now reported to have 
retired eastward, dispersing in small 
bands. They are probably bent upon 
sending prisoners northward before re- 
newing their attack upon isolated Brit- 
ish posts. There are many dispatches 
from the south half of the Free State, 
but’ it is dificult to get a clear idéa of 
the situation. The ts have 
habit of overstating the 


Duteh flanking movement fs overrated, 
as was done when Bullet’s army was 
broken up into three sections by a 
small force of raiders below Bstcourt. 

The sensational rumors of a general 
concentration of the Boer commandoes 
south and east of Bloemfontein are, 
from the British point of view, too 
good to be true. Nothing would suit 
Roberts’s plan so admirably as the 
massing of the Dutch forces where they 
could be overwhelmed with superior 
numbers before the British line of com- 
munications to be guarded was length- 
ened, first to Vaal, and thence to Pre- 
toria. 

The moral effects of the return of the 
Boers to the central reaches of the 
Free State are mixed. Recruits are 
gained and farmers are intimidated, 
and this makes for the advantage of 
the Boers, but supplies are taken with- 
out being paid for, and houses and 
farms are looted, and these losses tend 
to reconcile the burghers to British oc- 
cupation. The inaction of Buller’s army 
continues, and on the western flank 
there is nothing more important than 
sniping and shelling between Warren- 
ton and Fourteen Streams. Rundle is 
reported as under orders for Kimber- 
ley, and this may be the signal for a 
movement of the Eighth Division, now 
arriving at Cape Town, toward Mafe- 
king, but this is not definitely an- 
nounced. The relief of Mafeking can 
hardly be dependent .upon the opera- 
tions of a column sent into Rhodesia 
from Beira, across Portuguese territory 
by the railway. 

Parliament has risen for the Easter 
recess after a series of dull debates. 
The government has strengthened its 
position, and the Liberals are dreading 
the effects of the premature appeal to 
the country, which several Ministers 
are known to favor. ‘ 

The Queen’s reception in driving 
through Dublin yesterday, under escort 
of the Housebold Cavalry, was again 
most enthusiastic.

RAIDING IN THE SOUTH. 
STRONG DUTCH COMMANDOES.

MASERU, Saturday, April 7.—The 
Boers who were massed last week near 
Ladybrand, to the number of 10,000, 
after seizing Thabanchu and the Mod- 
der River waterworks, broke up into

The Boers’ policy seems to be to make 
rapid movements with little transport, 
looting English farmers and _store- 
keepers freely for provisions, 
cutting the communications of the 
British forces.

They are a 
splendid force, capable of great strfk- 
ing gower, and used to cross-country 
riding, and are able to deal roughly 
with the Boer commandoes now roam- 
ing about the country. 

A squadron of Brabant’s horse cap- 
tured 400 rifles near Wepener. His out- 
posts are reported to be in touch with 
the Boers, and a fight is regarded as 
imminent. 

Persistent reports are being circu- 
lated that the Boers are preparing to 
flank the British position at Wepener, 
and thus to secure... entrance into 
Basutoland. Such an"attempt will be 
resisted by the Basutoland govern- 
ment, which, it is believed, has made 
quiet preparations.

APPEAL TO CHICAGO JEWS. 
FUNDS WANTED TO LIFT UNION 
COLLEGE DEBT. 
P. BARLY A.M. REPORT} 
CHICAGO, April 9.—In his address at 
the memorial services held in memory 
of the late Dr. Isaac M. Wise, at 
Isaiah Temple, last night, Dr. Emil G. 
Hirech made appeal to the Jewish peo- 
ple of Chicago to raise $500,000, which 
is required to lift the debt of the Jew- 
ish Union College in Cincinnati. By so

golden stool of Ashanti, the royal 
throne, which King Pompeh was al- 
leged to have concealed at the time of 
his submission to the British expedi- 
tion led by Sir Francis Scott. 
These efforts have been violently op- 
posed by the Kumassie tribe, with the 
result that two British constables have 
been dangerously wounded and one has 
been killed. A third is missing, and 
twenty-one other casualties re- 
ported. Most of the native chiefs, 
however, declare themselves loyal, and 
refuse to join the Kumassie tribesmen. 
The Governor hopes to secure a peace- 
ful settlement. He has sent for two 
additional companies of troops. 


Fifteen Chinamen Arrested. 


SAN JOSE, April 9.—Fifteen China- 
men were arrested at Milpitas this 
afternoon by a United States deputy 
marshal, aided by local officers, 
charged with being illegally in the 
eountry. The men were at work tn an 
asparagus cannery, where a year ago 
so much trouble arose over the intro- 
duction of Chinese labor. They will be 
taken before the United States Com- 
missioner here.

BULLER A BLUNDERER. 


SAVAGE ATTACK BY OFFICER. 
P. DAY REPORT} 

LONDON, March 31.—{Associated 
Press Correspondence Wired from Chi- 
cago April 9.) The officer with Gen. 
Buller who scathingly described the 
disaster at Spionkop today continues 
his remarkable series with a denuncia- 
tion as bitter as ever, fell upon a gen- 
eral. This week his article is confined 
to a general review of the strategy, or 
rather lack of strategy, which pre- 
ceded the relief of Ladysmith, and he 
includes a terrible indictment against 
the useless sacrifice of the Irish bri- 
gade, whose gallantry excited so much 
admiration in England. 

“Yes,” writes this officer, “Ladysmith 
has been relieved at last; we have been 
blundering along the line of hfils that 
form that northern bank of the Tugela 
for many months; attempting to pass 
it at all sorts of impossible places, and 
suffering heavy loss each time. This is 
an accurate description of ten weeks’ 
campaign on the Tugela. No one knew 
the ground or took the trouble to learn 
it. Asan example of this sublime indif- 
ference, Gen. Buller was not aware 
that Hlangwani Mountain, which com- 
mands the crossing of the Tugela, was 
on the southern side of the river until 
he had raided in three different at- 
tempts. Yet he lived for weeks within 
three or four miles of the hill. and at 
the battle of Colenso his right flank 
extended beyond it. 

“As to strategy, there was none, 
neither good, bad nor indifferent. The 
troops were moved along, and when a 
hill or an entrenchment appeared in 
front, they were ordered to take it. 
Sometimes they failed; sometimes they 
succeeded: often when they had suc- 
ceeded, after terrible loss, the post was 
found to be useless, and was aban- 
doned.”’ 

BRITISH WAR LOAN. 

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, April 9.—The American 
subscribers to the British war loan will 
pay 15 per cent. of their allotments to- 
morrow. Several of the largest sub- 
scribers have already paid their allot- 
ments in full, thereby saving the 2 
per cent. allowed by the government on 
advance settlements. It is estimated 
roughly that American subscribers 
have been allowed $3,000,000 of the 
bonds, which will require a payment 
tomorrow of $450,000, if the negotia- 
tions were closed on an installment 
basis. Tomorrow's payments were all 
provided for, it is believed, several] 
days ago, so as to allow time for the 
transmission of the funds to London, 
where final payment will be made.

“Dr.” Frederick Sellick, whose mis- 
sion in life is to found a sanitarium 
and hospital for consumptive church 
organists, has met with great embar- 
rassment in his work in Los Angeles. 
The choice of location for the proposed 
institution lay between Pueblo, Cgio., 
and this city, but, owing to the diffi- 
culties w “Dr.” Sellick has 
countered Los. Angeles is no 
longer in the running, and Pueblo will 
get the “sanitarium and hospital for 
consumptive oranists,”’ provided “Dr.” 
Sellick’s ~ians do not miscarry. 

“Dr.” Sellick is himself a church or- 


this country and England, his na- 
tive land. He estimates that there are 
108,000 church organists in the United 
States. Among this number there are 
at least sixty- t who are consump- 
tives and he has personal knowledge 
that at least fifty-nirie of this number 
are financially embarrassed and in 
dire need. Now if each of the 108,000 
organists were to contribute but one 
two-cent stamp a month for the sup- 
port of their needy and afflicted breth- 
ren, would be sufficient revenue 
to furnish room and board, medical 
treatment and skillful nursing for all 
the consumptive church organists in 
the land. It .is this benevolent work 
that “Dr.” Sellick has set himself to, 
he says, without expecting or accepting 
a@ penny of financial reward. 

“Dr.” Sellick admits that he has no 
resources of his own, but he has a 
wife who, he says, has a fortune on 
which they can both comfortably live, 
thus leaving them free to devote their 
time solely to the provision of com- 
forts for consumptive church organ- 
ists. Mrs. Sellick has kindly promised 
to donate $12,000 for the necessary 
buildings, “Dr.” Sellick says in his 
prospectus. All that is required in ad- 
dition is $2000 for furnishings; contri- 
butions from non-consumptive church 
organists will keep the institution go- 
ing when once it is started. 

In order to decide whether Los An- 
geles or Pueblo shall be the favored 
city, “Dr.” Sellick has sent out 100 
circulars addressed to as many ‘busi- 
ness men of each city, inviting volun- 
tary contributions to the fund. 
The city ering the larger amount 
of donations is to be selected as the 
site for the sanitarium and hospital 
for consumptive church organists. In 
order to encourage merchants to sub- 
scribe, they are reminded that those 
who give of their substance will be the 
ones favored with trade when the in- 
stitution gets a-going.

‘Dr.’ Sellick stated last 
night that not a single business man 
addressed in this city has had the 
courtesy even to respond to his gener- 
ous circular.

ONLY A DEAD CAT. 


GREWSOME MYSTERY SOLVED BY 
DETECTIVE AUBLE. 


A citizen of Pico, Heights called at 
the Police Station in breathless haste 
early yesterday morning, to inform the 
Officials that his little son and several 
other boys had unearthed the body of a 
dead infant Sunday afternoon. Detect- 
ive Auble started at once for the scene 
of the alleged discovery in order to 
investigate the grewsome mystery.

Novel Application of Electric Heat. 

The warming of the water of Lake 
Superior on an electric stove before ad- 
mitting it, through the intake pipe, to 
the Marquette (Mich.) city waterworks 
system, is a notable departure in ¢lec- 
tric heating. The carrying out of the 
plan has cost the city about $25, and it 
has averted the necessity for changing 
the location of the pumping station and 
intake pipe, at a cost of from $50,000 to 
$100,000. For many winters a great deal 
of trouble has been caused the city 
every winter by ice from the lake, 
which, choking up the intake pipe, has 
shut off the water supply, and caused 
the closing down of the pumping sta- 
tion. When the lake simply froze over, 
the water supply was not affected, the 
surface ice itself being rather a pro- 
tection to the intake. The trouble was 
with “needle ice.” When the ice fields 
were carried out of the bay by winds, 
and the same wind prevents new ice 
forming on the surface, small particles 
of “needle ice’’ mass together in mil- 
lions, and are carried into the intake 
pipe. Although the vertical section of 
the pine is two feet in diameter, this 
ice will entirely block it up. After a 
recent famine of unusual severity from 
an ice blockade of this sort, the city 
water board applied to its engineers for 
a remedy for the trouble. This has 
been found by a loca! electrician, whose 
plan provides for an electric heater of 
cylindrical form, hung within the in- 
take pipe. This heater consists of an 
inner and outer drum of galvanized 
iron, both five feet in length, and re- 
spectively nineteen and twenty-one 
inches in diameter. These tubes, by a 
suitable adjustment of asbestos and 
iron wire, are made to develop a high 
degree of heat on the passage of cur- 
rent. The current is supplied from the 
electric light wires at the plant of the 
local waterworks. It is carried through 
regulation submarine conductors, and 
where the wires enter the water they 
pass through a conduit of fron piping, 
to prevent them from shore ice.

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IV.—THE ERA OF GOOD FEELING. 
BY JESSE MACY. LL.D. 


Disappearance of Partisanship. 

The close of the war of 1812, followed 
as it was by the removal of burden- 
some restrictions upon trade, and the 
revival of business, inaugurated a 
period of eight years, which has been 
called the era of good feeling, because 
of the lack of partisan strife, which 
characterized it.. Barren as it has 
seemed to some of our ablest  his-

torians, the time is memorable as 
marking the disappearance of the early 
political issues, and the rise of other 
questions which were to influence pro- 
foundly the future destiny of the re- 
public. Though party confilct was 
wanting, yet within this brief space 
may be found the seeds or the young 
growing plants of all the more im- 
portant after-party divisions and 
struggles. 
The far-sighted Jefferson had long 
before predicted that state of political 
affairs which now ensued. As early 
as 1801 he had repeatedly mentioned in 
his correspondence his expectation 
that the mass of the Federalist party 
would adopt Republican principles 
and join the Republican party—with 
the exception, always, of the Federalist 
leaders, whom he believed to be 
monarchists at heart and wholly in- 
corrigible. He also clearly forcsaw that 
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wish in this country, are rallying to 
what they deem the next best poipt. 
a consolidated government. Although 
avowed—as that of 


exists decidedly, and

you see many calling themselves Re- 

publicans, preaching the rankest doc- 

trines of the old Federalists.” 
PRESIDENT MONROE. 


James Monroe of Virginia, who had 
been an unsuccessful candidate for the 
Presidency in 1808, succeeded to that 
office in 1817. He had been for years 
the leading member of Madison's Cabi- 
net. His large experience in practical 
administration and wide acquaintance 
with public affairs in both hemi- 
ee. combined with a strength of 
character and dignity of manner, com- 
manded for him the 
fidence of the whole people. His 
qualities were solid, rather than bril- 
liant. Less conservative than Madi- 
son, he was still not extreme in his 
views, though more positively Demo- 
cratic. He regarded himself as the 
head of the nation, not of a party. 
Indeed, unlike Jefferson and A 
he seems to have looked for the final 
and permanent disappearance of parties 
and the fusion of the whole people in 
@ single-hearted' devotion to _ the 
“principles of union and free govern- 
ment.” He controverted the view 
many distinguished statesmen that 
free governments cannot exist without 

rties. That they had always been 
found in the ancient republics, and in 
England he believed to be due to “cer- 
tain defects of those governments,” 
rather than to the constitution of hu- 
man nature; and he was confident 
“that we have happily avoided those 
defects in our system.” It was one of 
the avowed objects of his official career 
“to conciliate the people of this Union 
with one another and quénch the ardor 
of party spirit.” 

DEVELOPMENT OF THE COUN- 


Monroe’s two administrations cov- 
ered a period of tranquil and pros- 
perous growth for the country. Happy 
in their release from the alarms of 
war, and their freedom from the irrita- 
tions of factional strife, the peo 
gladly devoted themselves to the culti- 
vation of the arts of peace. Popula- 
tion was increasing rapidly. Manufac- 
tures in New England were assuming 
important proportions under the first 
of the tariff acts designed to favor 


the production of textile goods. Al- 
ready a strong movement of popula- 
tion westward had ac- 
celerated by the in use ,. of 
steamboats upon iniand waters, which 
not only made travel.easier, but gave 


within the Republican party itself was 


certain to follow. Writing in May, 
1802, he says: “We shall now so 
strong that we shali certainly split 


again, for freemen thinking differently, 
and speaking and acting as they think, 
will form into classes of sentiment.

During the era of good feeling the 
Federalist party, utterly discredited 
and demoralized, did indeed disappear 
not only from national politics, but 
from State politics, as well, though in 
a few States it controlled State elec- 
tions until after 1820—years after it 
was quite dead as a national party.

This absorption of Federalism was 
attended by the appearance of a more 
liberal form of Democratic doctrine in 
the old Democratic-Republican party. 
The practical exigencies which had 
arisen during the years of Republican 
domination had led the party chiefs 
to acts inconsistent with that strict 
construction of the Constitution which

A wave of fervid 
patriotism directed to the national 
government as such swept over the 
land, carrying away for the time even

epirit were seen in the system of in- 
,ternal improvements undertaken at 
the national cost, in certain decisions 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, which established the supre- 


macy of that court over State judiciar- 
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was theoretically their fundamental 
basis of party union. Such were the 
purchase of Louisiana in -1803 and the 
embargo act of 1807, with other 
measures believed to necessitated 
by the unfriendly conduct of fore 
nations. Such also were the tariff of 
1816 and the revival of the national 
banka purely Federalist scheme in 
its origin and strongly opposed by 
Jefferson as unconstitutional. A young 
Republicanism grew up with Henry 
Clay as its natural leader, but embrac- 
ing many former Federalists. It ap- 
propriated certain of the Federalist 
doctrines and incorporated them into 
that modified Democracy which was 
the outgrowth of practical experience. 

Jefferson's political sagacity was able 
to penetrate the veil of delusive har- 
mony which delighted the popular 
mind. m his retirement at Mon-

Municipal Elction Goes Against 
Drinking Places by Majority of 
Eighty-seven Ballots, but Does not 
Make Town Absolutely Prohibition.

SANTA MONICA, April 9.—{Regu- 


in today’s city election the proposition 
to abolish saloons in Santa Monica 
after May 1 was adopted. That aboli- 
tion is not to make the city an abso- 
lutely prohibition town, but is to do 
away with the open drinking places. 
The new Board of City Trustees is 
morally bound to permit traffic in 
liquors only under a specified modifica- 
tion of the Pasadena plan. At three 
places the serving of liquor with meals 
costing not less than 25 cents is to be 
permitted during certain hours. The 
Arcadia Hotel is to be one of the three 
places. A wholesale and family trade 
store is to be permitted, but the office 
and warehouse must be remote, one 
from the other, and there must be no 
vor drunk at either place. 

. H. Dudley, J. C. Morgan and Collis 
H. Sammis were elected City Trustees 
to succeed R. C. Gillis, J. J. 
and Moses Hostetter. Sammis is @ 
nephew; of Collis P. Huntington. This 
gives the Senator Jones interests a ma- 
jority of the board, but leaves an active 
minority, which will perhaps prevent 
~ Joneses from entirety dictating af- 

rs. 

The greatest activity was about the
